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\ The Russian Emperor and His Un- 


dutiful Son. 


Just now the report is that the Empe- 


ror has had a quarrel with his son, the 
Czarevitch, and that the dispute is as- 
suming serious proportions. There has 
long been a difference between them 
concerniuc; their political views, and 
several tiiues they have hail sharp words. 
The Emperor is n progressist: it was 
thronsli his influence that serfdom was 
abolished, army reforms were instituted 
railways were built and efforts were 
pushed forward for improving tho eourti- 
tioa of the country, and profiting by the 
experience of the rest of the world. The 
Czarevitch is a reactionist, and belongs 
to the party known as Starei Itooki—old 
Russians. " He believes iu the past rath- 
er than iu the present and future: he 
favors a return to the conditions of fifty 
years ago, and, if he were an American, 
. he would have no barn-doors, because 


his great-grandfather had none. 
He 


tates all foreigners, especially the Ger- 
mans, nucl when he becomes "Emperor, 
which event \ve trust will be postponed 
many years, he will make it lively for all 
persons not of Russian blood. 


The present quarrel of the Emperor 


actual and the Emperor prospective has 
come from the coquetting which is now 
going on between Kussia and Germany. 
The Governments are as thick as two 
thieves, and it ts jnst now the fashion to 
follow the German lead, just as it was 
the fashion a few years ago to imitate 
everything French. Tho Franco-Prus- 
sian'war led to this, and Russia natural- 
ly desires to be on the side of the strong- 
est power. 


One day last week the Czarevitch 


freed his mind to his Imperial papa, 
and they had a somewhat heated inter- 
change of opinion. Alexander, Jr., stated 
that he regarded all foreigners as beasts, 
and the Germans as pigs, and that the 
course of the Russian Government was 
the worst that could be pursued. Alex- 
ander, Sr., rose on his auricular, and 
told the junior to hold his jaw; the latter 
did not hold, and the Emperor finally 
ordered him from his presence. 


Next day the Emperor sent word he 


*~ 
was ready to receive an apology. It was 
not given that day, and -whether it has 
yet been given or not I am unable to 
say. 
If the Czarevitch does not apolo- 


gize there will be serious scandal; the 
affair has not yet reached the papers, 
bnt is not nnlikely to do so. It certain- 
ly will get there whenever the Emperor 


i wills it.

The old Russian party is pretty strong, 


and several of the papers are said to be 
in their interest, though they are forced 
to be very careful in their discussion of 
national questions. Two old Russian 
papers were suspended a few months 
ago; one of them has resumed publica- 
tion, but the other is still under the ban. 
The.Moscow Gazette, the recognized or- 
gau of the Emperor, has recently pub- 
lished several articles of an extremely 
progressive character, and evidently the 
^ 
Emperor has determined to manufacture 
"** 
public opinion for his side of the ques- 
tion. 
It is privately whispered that the Czar- 


ovitch and his pretty wife are not on the 
best of terms. He treats hear a la Rosso, 
and on a few occasions has not hesitated 
to strike her. 
You may not be aware 


that the whip is a common article of do- 
mestic economy in this country, and 
that among the 
peasantry the bride 


presents a whip to the bridegroom. 
It 


is hnng at the foot of the bed, and not 
infrequently used. The Czarovitch is 
sufficiently fond 
of the' customs of 


the country not to allow this one, so 
long and favorably known, to fall into 
disuse. "Where the ruler that is to be 
sets tha example, the subjects will be 
sure to follow. 


But, after all, any little family disci- 


pline on his part is not out of keeping 
with the traditions of the Romanoffs. 
Jars have not been infrequent among 
them, and sometimes they have been 
very serious. The Emperor and Empress 
have a cat and dog life of it, but, as 
most Royal and Imperial couples fire in 
the same box, we need not be surprised. 
—St. Petersburg Letter.

With a thousand angles, corners «nd archways, 
statutes of the finest sculpture, domes, spires 
and turrets of nil shapes and without number. 
Portresses with bristling battlements, appear as 
if by magic, and the many birds, assisted by a 
lively imagination, supply the place of a vast 
populace. It is said that "distance lends en- 
chantment to the view;" it has never been ap- 
plied with as full a forcc.or with as much truth 
as In the case of those Bad Lands, for as you ap. 
proach, the vision fades, and leaves nothing 
save the ugly hideous reality. The l)»d Lands 
run nearly north and south, are from ten to six- 
ty miles in breadth, and extend from the Big 
Horn Mountains along the Yellowstone valley 
to the Missouri river. It must be understood 
however, that to tho construction of the N. P 
K. R. it offers no serious obstruction; onthe con- 
trary, tho chasms or crevices aro more easil; 
and more rapidly bridged, than many of 'rar 
minor creeks in the east. When you arc fairly 
within the precincts of the bad lauds, the 
palaces have assumed the shape of ft huge for- 
mation of sandrock, the imposing structures 
wonders of mechanical art, are transforms 
inlo masses of lava, ashes and crusty, volcanic 
formations the domes, spin's and turrets art 
changed into high, irregular mounds and peaks 
The whole buene is convincing of the factthat a' 
some remote period, volcanic eruptions, earth 
quakes and landslides fought against nature 
and being victorious left this mark of its prow- 
ess.
